THE  "MAN  IN  THE  RIGHT  PLACE  AT  LAST. 

When  we  ventured  to  question  the  appointment  of  Gene* 
ral  Ashburnbam  to  the  command  in  China,  we  little  knew 
on  which  side  the  fault  really  lay.  We  thought  the  com* 
mand  too  great  for  the  General,  but  it  turns  out  that  tbs 
General  is  too  great  for  the  command.  **  M*txLaX  injdia 
**mgyuto  limits  Hong  Kong."  He  is  an  Alexander  in  want 
of  another  world  for  bis  oonquests.  Finding  the  China  war 
too  small  for  bis  great  military  capacity,  the  General  hied 
him  to  India  for  employment,  but  could  not  there  get  fitted 
with  a  suitable  command.  He  was  like  a  bagman  travelling 
for  orders.  Ashburnbam  in  search  of  a  command !  The 
pursuit  was  vain,  and  finding  no  theatre  for  bis  vast  military 
genius  in  the  East,  the  General,  perforce,  had  to  bend  his 
course  back  to  the  West,  and  to  shame  his  country  with  the 
spectacle  of  great  talent  greatly  wanted  and  culpably 
unemployed.  And  he  has  come  as  Napoleon  returned 
from  Egypt,  in  the  very  nick  of  time,  for  who  does  not 
feel  how  much  our  ticklish  relations  with  France  are 
improved  by  our  having  Ashburnbam  with  us,  ready  at 
hand  to  be  our  Marlborough  or  Wellington  upon  any 
emergency?  What  the  China  war  was  to  the  sudden 
Indian  exigency,  the  return  of  our  Ashburnbam  is  to  our 
position  with  France.  The  blustering  sabreures  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Channel  would  have  thought  twice  of  ask¬ 
ing  to  be  led  against  England  if  they  had  known  that  Ash- 
bumham  was  again  within  call  of  the  War  Office. 

It  has  been  objected,  indeed,  that  be  has  run  away  from 
his  poet,  and  thereby  rendered  himself  liable  to  military 
law.  But  in  this  he  resembles  Caesar,  to  whom  Lucan 
ascribes  '*  nescia  virtus  $tare  loco  '* — a  restless  virtue,  but 
in  Caesar’s  case  it  was  not  quite  the  impatience  of  one  place 
with  the  view  of  getting  a  better.  But  it  is  rather  too 
unjust  on  the  part  of  those  who  blamed  his  appointment  to 
blame  also  bis  resignation  of  it,  if  we  may  be  allowed»1o  give 
that  name  to  what  would  be  called  desertion  in  a  private 
soldier,  whose  fidelity  to  bis  duties  were  of  incompaurably  less 
moment.  Cavil  as  you  may,  it  is  undeniable  that  either  the 
man  was  in  the  right  place  in  China,  or  that  he  is  in  the 
right  place  in  P&llmall.  And  for  our  own  parts,  having 
always  a  turn  for  optimism,  and  content  with  things  as  they 
are,  we  incline  to  toe  latter  conclusiou.  And  for  the  Minis¬ 
ter  of  War,  of  whom  our  Ashburnbam  is  as  great  a  favourite 
as  of  the  god  Mars  himself,  we  may  suppose  him  expressing 
himself  in  the  words  of  the  poet  we  have  before  quoted  :

Nothing  in  his 
command  became  him  like  unto  the  leaving  of  it.  When¬ 
ever  the  war  with  China  is  crowned  with  sucoess,  the  first 
cause  of  the  triumph  will  by  impartial  history  be  ascribed 
to  Ashburnbam,  who  withdraw  himself  from  the  conduct 
of  the  operations  at  the  most  critical  juncture. 


are  in  fact  but  repeating  the  charge  or  me  puonc  against 
the  Double  Government.  There  must  be  no  partition  of 
responsibility. 

The  truth  is  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  Company 
at  all.  It  is  a  flat  misnomer.  There  has  been  none  for 
flve-and'twenty  years  and  more  especially,  none  for  the  last 
four.  There  is  a  certain  body  of  counsellors  for  the  Indian 
Minister,  two-thirds  o4  whom  are  whimsically  elected  by  a 
whimsical  constituency,  with  results  as  whimsical  as  the 
machinery  producing  them.  Any  other  name  would  be 
equally  suitable,  although,  to  judge  by  public  opinion,  not 
exactly  in  the  same  sense  that  any  name  would  serve  equally 
for  the  rose. 

The  case  of  the  Afghan  war  is  not  mentioned  in  the  peti¬ 
tion,  but  was  frequently  mentioned  in  the  debates  iu  the  Court 
of  Proprietors ;  and  as  it  has  been  quoted  as  the  most  notable 
example  of  the  innocence  of  Directors  and  guilt  of  Ministers, 
we  shall  describe  the  shares  which  the  two  parties  bad  in  it. 
An  army  was  lost,  fifteen  millions  of  money  were  squan¬ 
dered,  the  credit  of  the  nation  was  tarnished,  and  all  this 
was  said  to  have  been  the  sole  work  of  the  Indian  Minister 
acting  through  the  Secret  Committee  of  the  Direction.  It 
now  turns  out,  through  the  avowal  of  a  Director  made  in  the 
Court  of  Proprietors,  that  the  Afghan  war  originated  with 
the  Governor-General  and  his  Council,  the  majority  of  the 
latter  being  named  by  the  Directors,  and  that  the  Indian 
Minister,  through  the  usual  channel,  the  Secret  Committee, 
only  yielded  to  the  recommendation  made  from  India,  the 
President  of  the  India  Board  chivalrously  taking  the  entire 
responsibility  on  himself. 

Let  us  see  what  this  Secret  Committee  consists  of.  It  is 
composed  of  the  Chairman,  Deputy-chairman,  and  Senior 
director.  These  are  bound  by  statute  to  sign  any  despatch 
to  India,  on  a  political  question,  that  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Control  thinks  proper  to  dictate  to  them, 
and  to  take  an  oath  not  to  divulge*  its  contents.  The 
penalty  of  disobedience  is  a  committal  to  Newgate.  Since 
the  passing  of  the  act  of  1783  constituting  the  con¬ 
trolling  Board,  there|  have  been,  to  say  nothing  of  senior 
directors,  150  Chairs  and  Deputy-chairs,  and  not  one  of 
them  ever  incurred  the  penalty.  As  it  is  not  in  accordance 
with  our  knowledge  of  human  nature  to  suppose  that  they 
always  agreed  in  opinion  with  the  President,  it  must,  of 
course,  l^ve  happened  that  they  sometimes  did  a  little 
gentle  violence  to  their  consciences.  For  aught  the  public 
knows  to  the  contrary,  they  have  been  submitting  for  the 
last  three  quarters  of  a  century  as  if  they  had  been  under 
the  spell  of  a  necromancer,  or,  as  the  Chinese  have  it,  they 
have  been,  all  that  time,  lying  as  helpless  as  a  grampus  in 
**  a  fish  market” 

But  although  the  members  of  the  Secret  Committee 
might  not  like  going  to  Newgate  or  resigning  their 
Direotorsbips,  there  were  twenty-one  other  Directors  not  in 
this  unpleasant  predicament.  Did  these,  or  a  majority,  or 
even  #  minority  of  them,  protest  against  the  disastrous 
Afghan  war  ?  Not  a  member  of  the  body  did  so.  It  was  in 
the  power  of  these  twenty-one  Directors,  nay,  of  the  whole 
twenty-four,  to  recal  the  Governor-General,  and  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  Council  that  recommended  the  Afghan  war, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Minister.  Did  they  do  so? 
They  did  not  remove  one  of  them,  nor  censure  one  of 
them.  They  did,  however,  remove  the  successor  of 
the  Governor-General  who  made  the  war,  and  this  not 
because  he  annexed  barren  Scinde,  or  brought  back  the 
still  more  barren  gates  of  Ghuznee,  but  because  the  lan¬ 
guage  be  used  in  addressing  themselves  was  wanting  in 
courtesy  !  And  this  removal  was  in  the  teeth  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  India  Board,  of  Sir  Robert  Peel,  and  of  the  Duke 
of  .Wellington.  Therefore,  let  us  never  again  hear  of  the 
Afghan  war  as  a  defence  of  the  Company,  forming  part  of 
the  Double  government. 

If  self-laudation  were  accepted  as  evidence  of  good  go¬ 
vernment,  the  administration  of  the  East  India  Company 
would  stand  very  high  indeed.

kind.  That  during  the  last  and  present  generation  in  particular,  it 
has  been  in  all  departments  one  of  the  most  rapidly  improving  govern¬ 
ments  in  the  worid,  and  that  at  ^  time  when  this  change  U  proposed 
a  greater  number  of  important  improvements  are  in  a  state  of  more 
rapid  progress  than  at  any  former  period. 

Now  we  must  say  that  it  requires  no  small  exercise  of 
that  assurance,  which  they  here  admit  that  they  possess,  to 
tell  us  all  this  at  a  moment  when  a  native  army  of  the 
Company’s  own  creation,  and  that  creation  too  dating  before 
the  Minister  had  any  control,  has  mutinied  against  it, — 
when  that  mutiny  has  extended  to  a  rebellion,— when  the 
mutiny  and  rebellion  have  required  the  despatoboof  50,000 
British  troops  from  England  and  the  neighbouring  Crown 
oolonies  to  put  it  4owq, — and  when  after  eight  months* 
severe  ooateet,  it  is  still  f^  from  being  suppressed.

PARADISE  OF  PUBLIC  WRITERS. 

There  are  many  descriptions  of  silence ;  there  is  a  sad 
silence,  and  a  joyful  silence ;  there  is  a  patient  silence,  a 
prudent  silence,  an  eloquent  silence,  a  contemptuous  silence, 
and  we  have  now  to  notice  another  variety,  peculiar  to  the 
political  atmosphere  of  France. 

We  have  heard  or  read  somewhere  the  following  anecdote 
of  a  Parisian  emeute  in  the  days  of  the  Bourbons.  Among 
several  persons  arrested  and  charged  before  a  French 
magistrate  with  having  made  clamorous  demonstrations  of 
disloyalty  in  the  streets,  upon  some  occasion  when  the  Kng 
appeared  in  ^blic,  was  an  individual  who,  to  defend  him¬ 
self,  produced  the  evidence  of  by-standers  of  undoubted 
credibility,  by  whom  it  wu  proved  that  be  bad  been  a  per¬ 
fect!/  mote  spectator  upon  ^e  occasion.  The  tfisUmon/ 
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however,  wee  of  no  oee  to  him.  **  Then,  Sir/*  said  the 
worthy  megistimte,  **  I  find  you  guilty  of  a  $iditiou»  $ilance, 
**  end  you  must  go  to  prison  with  the  other  offenders.” 

This  notable  judgment  has  been  repeated  in  the  case  of 
the  Journal  de$  Z>s6a(s,  which  has  been  denounced  by 
M.  De  Oassagnac,  the  Government  hack  of  the  Constitu- 
tionnol,  not  for  having  expressed  any  sympathy  with  the 
assassins  of  the  14th  of  January,  but  for  not  having  ex> 
hibited  a  livelier  indignation  at  their  abortive  attempt.  The 
DsbaU  was  guilty  of  **  a  seditious  silence,”  and  will  pro- 
bably  be  suppressed  upon  this  decisive  and  satisfactory 
proof  of  its  oomplioity  with  the  conspirators.  **  The  Journal 
dt*  Dsbati^”  says  M.  De  Gassagnac.  *‘is  the  organ  of  a 

partyi  and  in  that  character  contributes  to  that  vitiation 
**  of  the  moral  atmosphere  which  corrupts  ideas  and  suggests 

crimes.**  He  then  proceeds  to  quote  the  language  of  his 
evil-minded  cotemporary,  upon  the  occasion  of  Fie8ohi*s 
attack  upon  Louis  Philippe  in  1835  ;  compares  tliem 
with  the  articles  on  the  recent  outrage,  and  applying 
bis  political  thermometer,  pronounces  the  temperature  of 
the  DebaU  lowered,  and  presents  that  journal  accordingly 
to  be  abated  among  the  other  nuisances  to  the  Empire. 
The  fact  appears  to  1^,  that  the  newspaper  thus  criminated 
for  not  writing,  had  already  been  privately  warned  that  its 
suppression  was  impending,  and  had  for  some  time  ab¬ 
stained  (as  it  continues  to  do)  from  offering  any  remarks 
whatever  on  public  affairs.  This  is  a  dainty  dilemma  for 
a  journal  to  be  placed  in,  now  **  taxed  for  speech,** 
again  more  severely  checked  for  silence.**  In  general,  to 
be  silent  is  politic,  when  to  speak  is  dangerous,  but  what  is 
the  man  or  the  writer  to  do,  who,  whether  he  uses  tongue  or 
pen,  or  abstains  from  using  either,  is  equally  condemned, 
and  incurs  equal  risks  and  penalties  ?  We  frankly  own  the 
state  of  the  press  in  France  dismays  us ;  nor  can  we  refrain 
from  asking,  to  what  does  ail  this  tend,  what  is  to  be  the 
issue  of  these  extremes  of  oppression  ?  Gan  they  possibly 
result  in  good  ?  Is  it  the  welfare  of  France,  is  it  the  safety 
of  the  empire  itself,  these  desperate  measures  are  big  with  ? 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  sort  of  middle  term  between 
silence  and  speech,  which,  being  all  that  was  left  to  the

KOTIGES  OF  MOTION  AND  QUESTIONS  TO 
MINISTERS. 

The  following  are,  we  understand,  a  few  sf  the  notices  of 
motions  and  questions  to  be  proposed,  in  the  course  of  the 
present  week,  on  matters  of  considerable  interest  to  the 
British  public. 

Mr  Pry,  Member  for  Whyborougb,  to  move  for  a  return 
of  the  Civil  or  other  Services  of  the  Hon.  Charles  Beaumont 
Phipps,  constituting  the  claims  of  that  gentleman  to  the 
honours  and  dignities  conferred  upon  him  in  common  with 
Colouel  loglis,  and  other  persons  who  have  served  their 
countiy  with  distinguished  merit  and  gallantry  in  India,  or 
elsewhere. 

Mr  Frank,  M.P.  for  North  Bluntshire,  to  request  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  to  inform  the  House 
uhat  there  is  particularly  trivial  and  insignificant  in  the 
colony  of  Nova  Scotia  to  justify  the  recent  appointment  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Royal  Household  to  the  office  of  its 
Lieutenant-Governor :  and  whether  the  administration  of 
Sark,  or  Ireiand’s-Eye,  would  not  have  been  more  suitable 
to  the  abilities  and  [)olitical  experience  of  that  nobleman, 
as  far  as  the  public  has  any  knowledge  of  them.

ferior  stamp,  such  as  commonplace  achievements  in  the 
field  of  battle,  with  other  vulgar  dbplays  of  ability  in 
arduous  situations,  whether  in  peace  or  war ;  that,  with  this 
view,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  House  that  a  new  species  of 
knighthood  ought  to  be  established,  to  be  called  either  the 
Secret  Service  branch  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath,  or  the 
Order  of  Occult  Merit,  its  members  to  l>e  decorated  with  a 
black  ribbon,  symbolical  of  the  modest  obscurity  of  |tbeir 
exploits,  which  might  further  be  indicated  by  the  motto, 
**  contcia  Sola.'*  And  that  after  the  institution  of  this 
new  order,  an  humble  address  be  presented  to  her  Mojesty 
further  to  promote  thereto  and  decorate  with  its  insignia,

an  honourable  captain.  If  it  be  thought,  on  the  whole,  unde¬ 
sirable  that  the  ^yal  Navy  should  be  distinguished  for  per¬ 
formances  of  this  sort,  it  would  be  well  to  put  its  officers  to 
school  on  board  the  penny  steamers  plying  between  the 
bridges,  in  which  craft  they  would  scon  learn  to  measure 
their  distances  accurately,  and  to  adjust  their  motions  to  the 
narrow  space  open  to  them.  And  let  it  not  be  imagined 
that  this  nicety  of  handling  is  superfluous.  In  the  Atlantic, 
or  indeed  in  the  Channel,  her  Majesty’s  steamers  may  go  I 
blundering  along  without  much  amiss,  but  in  action  it  may  I 
happen  that  all  may  depend  on  the  speed  and  exactness 
with  which  a  vessel  takes  up  her  position.

From  such  a  man  we  get  the  record  of  the  days  of  the 
Grand  Monarque  whom  it  was  given  to  few  mortals  to  see 
without  his  wig.  Louis  Quatorze  retired  into  bed  with  his 
wig  on  his  head,  and  having  drawn  the  curtains  presently 
delivered  it  with  a  hand  thrust  through  the  curtain  folds  to 
bis  chief  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber.  Before  his  Majesty 
withdrew  his  curtains  in  the  morning,  the  solemn  wig  was 
in  like  manner  delivered  to  him  with  aa  much  precaution  aa 
might  be  used  in  delivering  up  a  foundling  at  the  grating 
of  the  hospital.  Now  the  Doc  de  St  Simon  knew  in  his 
heart  how  the  great  monarch  looked  without  his  wig,  and 
gossiped  in  his  memoirs  — he  had  nearly  attained  three 
score  years  and  ten  when  they  were  finished — gossiped 
remorselessly  for  the  enjoyment  of  some  unborn  gene¬ 
rations. 

A  hundred  and  fifteen  years  have  gone  by  since  the  last 
chapters  of  the  Memoirs  were  written  ;  but  it  is  not  thirty 
years  since  they  were  first  printed  and  received  with  delight  by 
a  French  public.  The  Frenchman  enjoys  few  things  better 
than  court  memoirs  stuffed  with  anecdote,  and  flavoured 
with  a  spice  of  malice.  The  Memoirs  of  St  Simon  were  a 
wordy  mess,  no  doubt ;  twenty-two  volumes  of  print  by  a 
man  who  is  no  genius  even  the  closest  sprinkling  with 
amusing  and  suggestive  gossip  cannot  make  welcome  read¬ 
ing  to  an  Englishman.  Popular  as  they  have  been  in 
France,  very  few  people  in  this  country,  except  the  professed 
students  of  history,  have  chosen  to  give  so  much  of  their 
time  to  St  Simon  as  would  suffice  for  the  reading  of  his 
Memoirs  through.  We  waited  for  a  man  who  would  extract 
for  us  their  essence,  and  the  very  man  who  was  required  is 
Mr  Bayle  St  John.  The  dash  of  republicanism  in  his  cha¬ 
racter,  as  we  have  said,  gives  value  to  his  work. 

The  true  interest  of  the  Duke’s  Memoirs  lies  in  the  fact 
that  while  they  display  the  pomp  and  pride  of  the  most  ab¬ 
solute  monarchy  that  ever  was  content  with  less  than  the 
Imperial  name,  while  they  show  the  pure  monarchy  of  a 
King  who  was  the  State,  supported  by  the  genius  of  Colbert, 
dazzling  Europe  with  its  glories,  they  do  not  so  much  dwell 
on  the  ripe  colours  of  the  showy  fruit  as  guide  our  fingers 
to  the  worm-holes  that  betray  the  rottenness  within.  The 
Memoirs  show  that  the  monarchy  of  monarchies  was  but  a 
hollow  drum  whose  grand  roll  was  to  be  converted  into  puny 
discord  if  one  only  stabbed  it  through  the  skin.  Before  the 
story  ends  the  drum  is  shown  us  with  its  parchment  all  in 
rags.  We  see  Louis  in  his  old  age,  and  the  Regency  of 
Philip  of  Orleans,  for  it  is  not  until  the  death  of  the  Regent 
that  the  Memoirs  end.  Now  all  this  is  not  only,  what  it 
profits  us  the  most  to  notice  in  the  book,  but  it  is  precisely 
that  element  in  it  for  which  it  must  be  dear  to  the  abridger, 
and  which  he  would  be  specially  determined  never  to  dimi¬ 
nish  or  obscure  in  his  abridgment.  He  had  a  wise  malice 
of  hia  own  at  the  bottom  of  his  undertaking,  and  the  resnlt 
of  it  is  that  he  has  achieved  an  English  version  in  four  vo¬ 
lumes  of  these  prolix  Memoirs,  which  leaves  upon  the 
reader’s  mind  every  impression  that  was  to  be  made  by  the 
original  twenty  except  that  of  duluess.  We  do  not  hesitate 
to  say  that  for  any  reader  in  this  country  who  has  no  special 
end  to  serve  by  a  minute  study  of  the  materials  of  history, 
the  English  compressed  version  of  the  Memoirs  of  St  Simon 
is  a  book  better  worth  having  than  the  original  itself. 


BOOKS  OF  THE  WEEK. 

The  third  volume  of  the  cheap  and  very  elegant  little 
Library  edition  of  Lord  Macaulay’s  History  of  England  (^l) 
has  appeared  this  week,  and  carries  the  narrative  down  to 
the  proclamation  of  William  and  Mary. 

The  seventh  of  the  nice  volumes  of  Mr  Cunningham’s 
edition  of  the  Letters  of  Horace  Walpole  {fl)  contains  more 
than  a  score  of  letters  never  before  printed  ;  most  of  these 
are  to  the  Earl  of  Harcourt,  and  add  rather  to  the  com¬ 
pleteness  than  the  interest  of  the  collection.  Among  the 
plates  in  this  volume  is  a  curious  portrait  of  the  Young  Pre¬ 
tender,  from  a  picture  by  Ozias  Humphreys,  manifestly  true 
to  life. 

The  eleventh  volume — the  last  but  one  of  the  collected 
Works  of  Professor  Wilson  (3),  is  a  book  that  should  be 
bought  by  very  many  readers  who  will  not  possess  the  entire 
series.  It  includes  in  a  single  volume  his  three  tales,  the 
Lights  and  Shadows  of  Scottish  Life,  the  Trials  of  Margaret 
Lindsay,  and  the  Foresters,  of  which  the  first  and  second 
are  as  perfect  in  their  way  as  heart  can  wish. 

A  collection  of  biographical  articles — Estimates  of  Some- 
Englishmen  an  d  Scotchmen  (4),  by  Mr  Walter  Bagehot,— 
chiefly  reprinted  from  the  Isational  Review,  form  a  volume 
of  sound,  liberal,  and  independent  thought,  pleasantly 
worded.  There  is  too  much  effort  at  a  modem  form  of 
smartness  that  shall  win  the  public  ear,  which  in  the  essay 
on  Shakespeare  borders  on  impertinence,  and  can  never  in- 
tmde  itself  otherwise  than  disagreeably  on  talk  concerning 
bygone  men.  But  there  b  sound  eloquence  in  many  pas¬ 
sages  of  Mr  Bagehot’s  writing,  and  abundant  evidence  of  a 
taste  that  will  inevitably  make  him  understand  ere  long 
how  be  may  be  effective  as  a  writer  without  seeking  to  be 
showy.  Many  a  good  writer,  modestly  dbtrustful  of  his 
strength,  sets  out  with  effort  in  all  possible  directions,  and

DAVID  LIVINGSTON,  THE  AFRICAN  DISCOVERER. 
The  enterprising  and  unwearying  David  Livingston,  the  only 
European  who  has  ever  achieved  the  mighty  undertaking  of 
crossing  the  continent  of  Africa  from  shore  to  shore,  is  on  the 

Eoint  of  starting  to  make  fresh  discoveries.  On  this  occasion 
e  hu  the  liberal  patronage  of  the  Government,  which  has  ap¬ 
propriated  fi,000f.  for  his  enterprise,  placed  the  means  of  trans. 
port  at  his  disposal,  given  him  the  ass  istance  of  several  able 
men  of  science,  and  n^e  himself  consul  to  the  African  princes 
with  whom  he  is  to  hold  intercourse.  In  true  British  fashion 
the  friends  of  Dr  Livingston  give  him  and  his  adventurous  com¬ 
panions  a  public  dinner  on  the  13th  inst.,  and  two  days  after 
they  proce^  on  their  voyage,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  being 
then:  first  destination,  from  whence  they  will  be  conveyed  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Zambesi  in  a  man  of  war.  8o  much  of  the 
voyage  being  performed,  they  will  ascend  the  Zambesi  in  a 
steam  launch  furnished  by  Government,  a  navigation  of  some 
300  miles.  Dr  Livingston  will  appear  for  the  last  time  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Geographical  Society,  the  influence  of  which 
has  contributed  so  largely  to  his  undertaking.  We  wish  him 
and  his  companions,  not  a  speedy,  for  that  is  not  in  the  nature 
of  their  enterprise,  but  a  safe  return,  loaded  with  treasures 
of  knowledge.

SWITZERLAND.— Tmb  Rbwobbs. — The  ‘  Suisse,’  of  Borne,  has 
the  following  on  the  refugee  question: — “The  Federal  Council  re¬ 
ceived,  not  a  note,  but  a  simple  verbal  communication  of  a  despatch 
addreasod  by  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  France  to  the  French 
Legation.,  In  substance  it  says  that  if  Switzerland,  as  a  neutral 
State,  is  entitled  to  the  kind  consideration  of  the  Powers,  she  has  also 
international  duties  to  fulfil,  and  in  particular  she  cannot  permit  the 
refugees  who  reside  in  her  territory  to  concoct  machinations  calcu¬ 
lated  to  disturb  the  tranquillity  of  neighbouring  countries.  The  hope 
is  therefore  expressed  that  the  Federal  Council  will  be  kind  enough 
to  take  measures  for  sending  the  refugees  now  stopping  at  Geneva 
into  the  interior.  The  whole  despatch  is  drawn  up  in  very  moderate 
terms.  The  Federal  Council,  which  received  the  communication  three  | 
or  four  days  ago,  resolved  to  keep  it  secret  for  a  time,  in  order  not  to  I 
embarrass  the  course  of  negotiations  between  the  two  countries  ;  and  j 
it  is  annoyed  at  the  publicity  which  has  indiscreetly  been  given  to  the 
affair.” 

UNITED  STATES.— The  Africa  has  brought  dates  to  the  20th  | 
ult.  In  the  Senate,  Mr  Gwin  had  introduced  a  bill  authorising  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific.  It  proposes  to  locate  the 
road  at  a  point  on  the  Missouri  river,  between  the  Big  Sioux  and  the 
Kansas  rivers,  thence  running  to  San  Francisco  on  the  most  favour¬ 
able  route.  A  call  was  made  on  the  President  for  all  information  in 
his  possession  concerning  the  revival  of  the  slave  trade  on  the  coast 
of  Africa.  The  Senate  had  passed  a  bill  allowing  the  officers  and 
men  engaged  in  the  Arctic  searching  expedition  to  receive  medals 
from  the  British  Government.  In  executive  session  the  Senate  bad 
confirmed  the  appointment  of  Mr  Lamar  as  Minister  to  Nicaragua 
and  that  of  General  Denver  as  Governor  of  Kansas.  In  the  Douse 
of  Representatives  a  bill  had  been  introduced  for  an  international 
copyright.  A  dreadful  calamity  had  occurred  in  Brooklyn,  New 
Ton.  One  of  the  public  schools  of  the  cit,v  took  tire  at  a  time  when 
700  pupils  were  in  the  building,  and  the  excitement  was  such  that 
seven  of  the  little  ones  had  died  from  the  injuries  they  sustained. 
Many  had  to  jump  from  windows  to  effect  their  escape,  and  in  doing 
so  some  suffciw  severely.  Others  were  trampled  on,  and  many  came 
very  near  losing  their  lives  from  suffocation.  Nearly  all  the  girls 
escaped  uninjur^,  as  they  were  studying  in  the  lower  floors  of  the 
building.  A  despatch  from  St  Louis  contains  the  following  informa¬ 
tion  from  the  far  West :  The  Leavenworth  Citv  *  Ledger’  of  the  8th 
instant  says  that  three  young  men  arrived  there  on  the  7th,  direct 
from  Fort  Bridgor.  They  came  the  whole  distance,  1,200  miles,  on 
foot,  and  accomplished  their  journey  in  forty-five  days.  They  report 
that,  the  day  they  left,  six  Mormons  came  into  camp  and  reported  that 
the  Mormons  were  in  a  state  of  civil  war,  Brigham  Young  and  about 
one-half  desiring  to  march  against  the  trooM  ;  tho  other  half  being 
in  favour  of  the  troops  coming  into  Salt  Lake  and  establishing  a 
military  government  there,  and  overthrowing  the  present  powers  that 
be.  The  ‘  Republican’  has  received  information  from  Fort  Lawrence, 
through  an  jndian  trader  who  arrived  at  Jefferson  City  yesterday, 
and  v^o  reports  meeting  on  the  23rd  of  December  between  600  and 
700  Cheyenne  and  Camanche  Indians  returning  from  Salt  Lake  to 
their  villages  on  the  Black  Walnut  Hills,  about  eighty  miles  south¬ 
east  of  Fort  Laramie.  They  were  accompanied  by  about  twenty 
Mormon  leaders.  It  was  their  intention  to  remain  in  tho  camp 
erected  there  until  spring,  and  then  employ  themselves,  under  Mor¬ 
mon  influence,  in  harassing  and  cutting  on  the  supply  trains  sent  to 
the  relief  of  Colonel  Johnston.  The  Indians  had  ^en  led  to  believe 
that  the  Mormon*  had  80,000  fighting  n^  well  equipped  for  service. 
They  also  spoke  of  numerous  fortificatMs  and  a  large  number  of 
Indian  allies,  and  declared  that  the  Mormons  have  no  idea  of  running 
away  from  Utah. 

FOREIGN  GLEANINGS. 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Hon.  C.  A.  Murray, 
her  Majesty’s  Minister  at  Teheran,  to  the  effect  that  the  Shah  of 
Persia  and  the  Sadr  Azam  had  declared  their  intention  to  contribute 
to  the  Fund  for  tho  Relief  of  the  Sufferers  by  tho  Indian  Mutiny.  ' 

“  Every  American,”  says  the  ‘  New  York  Evening  Post,’  “  expects  to 
be  a  consul.  Already  the  applicants  for  consulships  have  increased  to 
nearly  eight  hundred.” 

It  is  stated  that  the  new  American  monster  steamer  Adriatic  has 
been  sold  to  the  Russian  Government.  The  price  is  said  to  be  about 
200,000/. 

Messrs  Solomon  Heine  and  Co.  and  the  North  German  Bank  have 
published  a  prospectus  of  a  new  Six  per  Cent  Swedish  Loan,  to  the 
amount  of  nine  millions  marcs  banco,  which  has  been  taken  by  them, 
and  which  is  repayable  in  1866. 

Advices  from  Yucatan  to  the  6th  ult  report  that  Sisal  was 
blockaded,  and  a  change  in  the  government  had  taken  place.  Peace 
negotiaflona  were  progressing,  and  hopes  were  entertained  that  the 
revolution  would  soon  end. 

Advices  from  Havannah  to  the  11th  ult.  state  that  the  slave  trade 
was  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  A  slaver  hod  driven  off  by  force 
the  boBts  of  a  Spanish  war  schooder,  sent  to  intercept  her,  and  landed 
her  cargo  in  defiance  of  the  naval  officers.  Santa  Anna  was  said  to 
bo  preparing  at  Havannah,  with  tho  aid  of  Spain,  for  a  vigoroiu 
effort  to  regain  his  foothold  and  power  in  Mexico. 

An  Apology  pob  “  an  Excitablb  Army.” — The  *  Post  ’  states 
that  as  many  as  six  plots  against  the  life  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
have  Wn  frustrated — four  of  them  in  consequence  of  information 
furnished  by  the  British  Government.  “  In  one  instance  a  British 
minister  despatched  a  relative  of  his  own  post-haste  to  France  with 
the  admonitory  intelligence.  On  another  occasion,  a  brother  of 
Pianori  having  started  for  Franco  with  a  view  of  avenging  the 
execution  of  the  assassin,  by  the  completion  of  his  atrocious  scheme, 
his  movements  were  anticipated  and  his  objects  defeated  by  timely 
information  convoyed  to  the  French  authorities  by  the  Government 
of  this  country.’’  The  *  Post  ’  refers  to  tho  uninterrupted  publication 
from  day  to  day  in  tho  columns  of  tho  ‘  Moniteur  '  of  the  insolent 
addressee  of  certain  reriraents  in  tho  French  army  in  the  following 
singular  terms: — ‘‘Wo  cannot  bo  surpri^  at  tho  indignation 
expressed  by  a  sensitive  people  at  the  sight  of  their  sovereign’s 
dan^|er,  nor  at  the  unguarded  ebullitions  of  an  excitable  army,  whose 
life  u  linked  by  so  many  ties  with  that  of  their  beloved  Emperor. 
From  such  cauws  proceed  those  numberless  addresses  hastily  com¬ 
pounded  in  a  barrack-room.  Packed  off  to  the  ‘  MouiUur,'  they  are 
as  haetily  ineerted  hy  an  editor  glad  of  matter  to  Jill  hia  eolumnt.  We 
have  reason  to  believe  that  no  one  has  regretted  the  publication  of

DEPARTURE  OF  PRINCE  AND  PRINCESS  FREDERICK 


WILLIAM  OF  PRUSSIA. 

After  receiving  tho  hearty  congratulations  of  all  classes  of  people, 
the  Prince  and  Princess  Frederick  William  of  Prussia  took  their  de¬ 
parture  from  England  on  Tuesday.  The  s(^e  in  Bnckingham  Palace 
IS  described  by  uoee  who  witnessed  it  as  being  of  a  most  affecting  cha¬ 
racter,  a  cirenmstance  which  will  create  no  surorise  when  it  is  remem¬ 
bered  how  deep  has  ever  the  attsebment  of  the  Queen  to  the  mem¬ 

bers  of  her  family,  and  how  heartily  that  feeling  has  been  reciprocated. 
It  was  understood  that  her  Mmetty  had  expressed  a  desire  that  her 
daughter’s  departure  from  Ixmdon  should  be  accompanied  with  as  few 
fftate  formalities  as  possible,  and  this  rogation  was  adhered  to.  The 
people,  however,  were  not  checked  in  their  determination  to  give  the 
^al  lady  and  her  husband  a  real  English  farewell,  and  they  accord¬ 
ingly  assembled  by  thousands  to  give  tnem  a  loud  long  cheer  as  they 
passed  through  the  streets  of  I^ndon  towards  their  friture  home.  The 
royal  eorttge  consisted  of  six  open  carrisges,  the  first  contained  the 
Pnnee  and  Princess  Frederick  of  Prussia,  the  Prinws  Consort,  and  the 
Prince  of  Wales ;  the  second  contained  the  Duke  of  Cambridge.  Prince 
Alfred,  and  the  Equerry  and  Lady-in-Waiting.  ^  The  remaining  car¬ 
riages  contained  the  suite  of  the  Prince  and  Princess  Fr^crick  Wil¬ 
liam  of  Prussia,  and  Equerries  in  attendance  on  the  Prince  Consort 
and  tho  Duke  of  Cambndgo.  The  Prince  and  Princess  were  preceded 
and  escorted  by  a  squadron  of  the  Ist  Life  Guards.  The  band  of  the 
regiment  was  stationed  at  the  palace  and  played  tho  national  anthem. 
Her  Majesty  and  the  various  juvenile  members  of  the  royal  family 
witnessed  the  departure  from  the  balcony.  As  soon  as  the  royal  party 
came  from  tho  palace  gates  their  reception  was  most  enthusiastic  from 
an  enormous  crowd  of  persons  that  had  assembled,  and  which  was 
continued  throughout  the  entire  line  of  route,  the  Mall,  Clarence  gate, 
the  Stable  yard,  Pallmall,  'Trafalgar  square,  Duncannon  street,  and 
the  Strand,  to  Temple  bar.  During  the  whole  line  of  route  the  Prin¬ 
cess  was  greeted  with  immense  cheers ;  and  her  Royal  Highness  was 
evidently  much  affected,  but  smiled  and  bowed  graciously  in  acknow¬ 
ledgment.  Temple  bar  was  profusely  and  beautifully  decorated  with 
flags  at  the  top  and  on  either  side,  with  wreaths  and  festoons,  and 
banners  with  the  Prussian  eagle.  On  the  Strand  side  were  medal¬ 
lions  of  the  Prince  and  Princess,  and  underneath  the  words — “  God 
bless  you’’  and  “Farewell.’’  The  whole  of  the  streets  throughout 
were  profusely  lined  with  flags  and  banners,^  with  white  favours, 
wreaths  of  flowers,  coronals,  and  other  decorations.  The  crowd  was 
immense,  and  the  reception  most  enthusiastic.  At  Temple  bar  the 
Prince  and  Princess  were  received  by  his  civic  msjesty,  the  Lord 
Mayor,  who  with  the  sheriffii  from  that  time  headed  the  procession, 
and  conducted  it  along  Fleet  street,  Ludgate  hill,  St  Paul’s  church¬ 
yard,  Cannon  street,  and  over  I/mdon  bridge  into  Southwark.  It 
would  be  superfluous  to  sav  that  the  citizens  of  London  received  the 
newly-married  pair  with  the  most  exuberant  demonstrations  of  good 
feeling,  or  that  they  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent  the  address  which 
in  their  behalf  was  presented  at  Buckingham  Palace  on  Saturday. 
The  remainder  of  the  route  through  High  street,  Dover  road,  and  the 
Old  Kent  road,  was  lined  with  people  as  enthusiastic  as  those  on  the 
other  side  of  the  water,  all  seeming  to  vie  with  each  other  in  the  fer¬ 
vency  of  the  expression  of  their  respect  Several  of  the  South-East¬ 
ern  directors  received  the  Prince  aud  Irincess  at  the  Bricklayers’ 
Arms  station,  and  conducted  them  to  the  train,  opportunities  for  see  • 
ing  which  were  kindly  affonlcd  to  a  large  number  of  persons  by  the 
railway  authorities.  Their  Royal  Highnesses  having  repeatedly  ac¬ 
knowledged  the  salutations  of  the  assembly,  took  their  seats  in  a  car¬ 
riage,  and  in  a  few  moments  more  were  leaving  London  behind  them. 
From  the  moment  of  the  Royal  Princess  leaving  the  palace  a  fall  of 
snow  commenced,  which  continued  during  the  journey.  Shortly  be¬ 
fore  two  o’clock  tho  royal  train  entered  the  station  at  Gravesend, 
where  hfr  Trough  ton,  the  Mayor,  and  the  various  members  of  the 
corporation,  with  the  members  for  West  Kent,  were  in  readiness  to 
receive  the  Prince  and  Princess.  Their  Royal  Highnesses  having 
alighted,  the  Mayor  was  introduced,  and  thanked  by  the  Prince  for 
hia  attention.  The  procession  then  passed  slowly  along  the  streets  to 
tho  Terrace  Pier,  which  had  been  fitted  up  with  seats  affording  ac¬ 
commodation  for  1,200  persons.  leaving  a  promenade  down  the  centre. 
Along  this  the  procession  passed.  The  assembly  rose  in  a  body  to 
welcome  the  Prince  and  his  bride.  The  Mayor  then  presented  to  the  ! 
royal  pair  an  address  congratulating  them  on  their  union,  wishing ! 
them  joy  and  happiness,  and  hreaffiing  sentiments  of  the  warmest  I 
loyalty  to  the  Queen.  The  Prince  and  Princess  thanked  the  Mayor  I 
and  Corporation  for  their  address,  and  Miss  Troiighton  stopped  for-  j 
ward  and  presented  her  Royal  Highness  with  a  ^autifnl  bouquet  of  j 
flowers.  'The  scene  on  the  pier  was  very  striking.  The  young  ladies  ’ 
who  strewed  the  pier  with  flowers  on  the  approach  of  the  Princess  ; 
were  about  sixty  in  number.  They  were  all  similarly  clad  in  white 
tarletan  dresses,  sky-blue  mantles  trimmed  with  swansdown,  and  with  ’ 
wreaths  of  white  roses  in  their  hair.  A  salute  having  been  fired  fkim 
the  river,  the  Prince  and  Princess  stepped  on  hoard  the  royal  yacht, ! 
and  again  bowed  their  thanks.  A  simultaneous  cheer  broke  from  all  \ 
parts  of  the  town,  and  those  who  were  in  a  situation  which  enabled  , 
them  to  do  so,  watched  the  progress  of  the  yacht  and  of  the  vessels  ' 
which  accompanied  it,  until  tho  bend  of  the  river  hid  them  from  their 
view.  The  royal  squadron  proceeded  no  farther  than  the  Nore  on  ; 
Tuesday  night.  On  Wednesilay  morning  at  two  o’clock  it  proceeded 
to  Antwerp,  where  it  arrived  at  four  in  the  afternoon.  The  Prince  i 
and  Princess  were  received  on  landing  hy  the  King  of  tho  Belgians, 
the  English  and  Prussian  Ambassadors,  the  Consuls,  and  the  civil  and 
military  authorities  of  Antwerp.

Db  Daniel  Wilson,  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  died  an  the  81st  of  De¬ 
cember,  in  his  eightieth  year.  He  was  the  friend  sf  Wilberforce,  and 
a  person  of  note  in  his  day.  His  father  was  a  silk  manufacturer  of 
;  London.  He  received  his  early  education  at  St  Edmund’s  Hall,  Ox¬ 
ford,  which  he  entered  in  1797,  having  taken  his  Bachelor’s  degree. 

I  He  was  a  successful  competitor  for  the  Chancellor’s  prize  for  an  &g- 
lish  essay  in  1803 ;  the  subject  of  his  year  was  “  Common  Sense.’* 

!  Ho  was  ordained  in  the  year  1801,  when  he  became  curate  of  Chob- 
ham  and  Bisley,  Surrey.  From  1803  to  1812  he  held  the  post  of 
I  vice-principal  or  tutor  of  his  hall,  at  the  same  time  undertakmg  the 
I  ministerial  charge  of  the  small  parish  of  Worton,  Oxforddiire.  In 
1808  he  was  licensed  as  assistant-curate  of  St  John’s  chapel,  Bedford 
row,  Bloomsbury.  In  1812  he  resigned  his  coUege  ofl&ces  on  becom- 
j  ing  sole  minister  of  that  chapel,  which,  during  the  twelve  years  of  his 
'  incumbency,  was  well  known  as  the  head-quarters  of  the  Evangelical 
party  in  London.  In  1824  he  became  vicar  of  St  Mary’s,  Islington, 
which  parish  was  thim,  and  still  remains,  in  the  patronage  or  his 
family.  In  1832  Mr  Wilson  was  nominated  to  the  see  of  Calcutta, 
with  a  salary  of  5,000/.  a  year.  This  post  he  held  for  just  a  quarter  of 
a  century,  discharging  its  duties  with  much  energy  and  firmness  as  a 
devoted  minister  of  &e  gospeL  Bishop  Wilson  was  the  author  of 
sevend  volumes  of  Discourses  and  Sermons,  and  of  a  very  popular 
Tract  on  Confirmation. 

BRioADiER-GBirERAL  WiLsoN,  K.H.,  who  wos  killed  at  tbs  head 
of  the  64th  Regiment  in  charging  the  guns  at  Cawnpore,  had  been 
nearly  half  a  century  in  active  service.  His  first  commission  as  en¬ 
sign  bore  date  the  Slst  of  October,  1809.  He  commanded  the  64th 
with  Havelock’s  moveable  column  at  the  defeat  of  the  rebels  at  Oonao 
and  Buseerut  Gunge,  and  commanded  the  force  which  attacked  and 
routed  a  party  of  lebels  at  Bithoor  on  the  18th  October  last.  On  the 
28th  November,  after  chaiging  the  guns  with  his  regiment,  and  spik¬ 
ing  two  of  them,  he  found  himsoTf  overwhelmed  by  numbers,  and 
compelled  to  retire  towards  the  entrenched  camp.  He  had  most  gal* 
lantly  got  some  of  the  men  together  behind  a  house,  where  he  made 
a  stand  for  some  time.  Here  he  was  mortally  wounded.  Captain 
Bowlby  and  three  men  of  the  64th  then  carried  him  back  into  the 
entrenchments,  distant  about  a  mile,  under  a  heav^  fire  of  grape.  He 
was  sensible,  thanked  Captain  Bowlby  for  standing  by  him,  and  re¬ 
quested  him  to  write  to  his  wife  and  say  that  he  di^  in  dia^arge  of 
his  duty.  He  was  buried  in  the  ruins  of  the  church  at  Cawnpore. 

Captain  William  Temple  Thompson,  of  the  82nd  Re^ment, 
was  amongst  the  officers  who  fell  in  the  successful  struggle  to  deliver 
Lucknow.  His  name  is  already  chronicled  in  the  aig|als  of  fame. 
The  heroic  exertions  of  his  gallant  brother  in  tho  siege  of  Kara  have 
becomo  matter  of  history.*  Capt.  Thompson  landed  at  Calcutta  on 
the  22nd  of  October  ;  be  advanced  by  forced  marches  and  joined  Sir 
Colin  Campbell  on  the  14th  of  November  before  Lucknow;  on  the 
18th  he  fell  mortally  wounded  in  the  moment  of  victory,  the  single 
officer  of  his  regiment,  the  only  one  of  his  brigade  who  comment 
and  closed  his  career  in  this  brUliant  achievement. 

How  Geneil^.  Neill  was  Killed. — The  Calcutta  correspondent 
of  the  *  Daily  News  ’  makes  the  following  statement  with  respect  to 
the  manner  in  which  the  gallant  Neill  met  his  death.  He  was  riding 
through  a  narrow  street  in  Lucknow,  urging  on  the  troops,  when  he 
halted  for  a  moment  under  a  portico  to  listen  to  the  shout  of  the  78th 
Highlanders  as  they  gained  the  Residency.  At  this  moment  an 
officer  passed  by  faint  with  his  exertions.  NeiU  pulled  out  a  flask 
and  handed  it  to  him.  While  he  was  thus  engaged  an  eunuch  lean¬ 
ing  over  from  the  portico  discharged  his  matchlock  into  the  gallant 
hero’s  skull.  He  fell  dead  at  once. 

Health  op  London. — In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  the 
total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  London  was  1,363,  showing  a 
small  increase  on  the  rather  high  mortality  of  the  previous  week.  Of 
these  deaths  248  are  referred  to  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases ;  260  to 
the  constitutional ;  650  to  the  local ;  164  to  the  developmental ;  19  to 
violence.  The  remaining  22  are  sudden  and  other  deaths,  the  causes 
of  which  are  not  stated,  or  not  defined  sufficiently  for  classification. 
The  deaths  referred  to  the  miasmatic  order  of  diseases  number  222, 
while  the  corrected  average  is  269.  This  reduction  of  mortality  in¬ 
dicates  a  satisfactory  state  of  health  among  children,  who  are  the 
chief  sufferers  by  the  diseases  of  frhich  this  order  is  composed.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  organs  of  respiration 
numbered  380,  while  Die  corrected  average  of  corresponding  weelu 
does  not  exceed  284.  The  excess  is  caused  by  bronchitis,  which  is 
fatal  much  beyond  its  usual  amount :  227  deaths  are  the  results  of 
this  complaint,  104  of  pneumonia,  32  of  asthma;  onlv  four  are  re¬ 
turned  under  the  specific  designation  of  influenza.  Ijast  week  the 
births  of  880  boys  and  870  girls,  in  all  1,750  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1848-57 
the  average  number  was  1,611.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week 
was  37.5  deg.,  which  is  near  the  average  of  the  sam*.  week  in  forty- 
three  years.  On  Saturday,  the  30th,  the  temperature  rose  to  51  deg., 
which  was  the  highest  in  the  week.  On  Monday,  the  25th,  the  tem¬ 
perature  fell  to  21.4  deg.,  having  rang;ed  21  deg.  in  the  twenty-four

MILITARY  AND  NAVAL  INTELLIGENCE. 

The  Havelocx  Memorial  Fund. — A  deputation  from  the  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Havelock  Memorial  Fund  had  an  interview  with  Vis¬ 
count  Palmerston  on  Monday.  The  deputation  requested  permission 
to  have  a  site  in  Trafalgar  square  set  apart  for  the  purposes  of  the 
committee,  with  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  the  gallant 
hero,  the  monument  to  be  supported  by  a  base  broad  enough  to  record 
the  names  of  the  officers  who  accompanied  the  deceased  general  along 
that  “  path  of  fire  ”  which  ended  in  the  relief  of  Cawnpore  and  Luck¬ 
now,  together  with  a  full  reference  to  the  regiments  so  honourably 
associated  with  these  events.  Lord  Palmerston  replied  to  the  depu¬ 
tation  by  expressing  his  warm  sympathy  with  the  object  of  the  oom  * 
mittee,  and  said  that  although  there  were  certain  conventionalities 
that  prevented  a  definite  reply  to  the  request  of  the  committee  at  onoe, 
•till  he  would  confer  with  the  proper  persons,  and  communicate  with 
the  deputation  in  two  or  three  days. 

Imcrbasb  or  Cavalry. — Restoration  or  the  Fdth  Dragoons.

THE  BOMBAY  MAIL. 

The  *  Bombav  Times  ’  of  the  9th  of  January  furnishes  the  follow¬ 
ing  sununary  of  events  sinfce  tho  dispatch  of  the  previous  mail. 

CoLONRL  Seaton’s  Victory  at  ruTTEKAi.KK. — Our  latest  advices 
from  the  North-West  are  dated  Agra,  the  26th  inst.,  ftum  which  we 
learn  that  Colonel  Seaton’s  colunm,  which  marched  from  AUyghur  on 
the  13th,  tn  rovU  for  Etah  and  Mynpoorie,  fell  in  with  a  force  of  the 
rebels,  3,000  strong,  at  Gungeree  on  the  morning  of  the  14th.  Their 
suiprise  was  complete,  and  after  a  brilliant  charge  of  the  carabineers 
the  enemy  fled  in  disorder  along  the  Futtehghur  road,  leav^  several 
guns  behind  them.  Th^  were  hotly  pursued  for  some  dmimoe  by 
this  corps  and  Hodson’s  Sikh  horse,  their  loss  amounting  to  350  or  400 
men.  The  casualties  on  our  side  were  forty-eight  killed  and 
wounded.  Our  loss  arose  from  the  unfavourahle  nature  of  the  ground, 
covered  with  thick  and  high  shrubs,  in  which  tho  murderers  en¬ 
sconced  themselves,  and  from  their  hiding  places  **  potted  ”  at  our 
ofEcers  and  men.  Next  day  the  column  marched  to  Kaagunge,  but 
the  enemy  had  fled,  and  it  was  said  was  posted  at  Sahawur,  a  village 
ten  miles  distant  on  the  road  to  Futtehghur.  On  the  16th  the  column 
reached  Sahawur,  only,  however,  to  find  that  the  enemy  had  con¬ 
tinued  his  flight.  Some  seventy  insurgents,  who  were  not  quick 
enough  in  their  flight,  were  cut  up  by  Hodson’s  Horse.  Colonel 
Seaton  then  determined  to  follow  them  to  Putteealee,  ten  miles  fur¬ 
ther,  although  his  information  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy  was 
never  to  be  relied  on ;  still  he  knew  they  had  a  number  of  guns,  and 
the  heavy,  sandy  nature  of  the  roads  led  him  to  conclude  that  they 
could  not  march  so  rapidly.  On  the  morning  of  the  1 7th  his  advanc^ 
guard  came  upon  the  enemy  drawn  up  in  position  in  front  of  the 
village  of  Putteealee.  Their  position,  which  was  well  chosen,  was 
reconnoitred  persona^  by  Captain  Hodson  and  Lieutenant  Greathed, 
of  the  Engineers.  Their  centre  and  left  were  posted  behind  some 
very  ugly  ravines,  and  their  tight  rested  in  a  tope  of  trees  in  front  of 
the  village.  Colonel  Seaton  made  his  dispositions  immediately, 
halting  the  main  body  in  order  to  give  the  men  a  short  time  for  rest 
and  refreshment.  The  light  artillery  soon  went  to  the  front,  and  the 
action  commenced  with  a  pretty  sharp  fire  on  both  sides,  which  dis¬ 
closed  better  the  position  of  the  enemy  and  the  number  of  bis  guns. 
Colonel  Seaton  then  ordered  the  cavalry  to  the  right,  to  avoid  the 
ravines  and  to  take  the  enemy  in  flank.  While  these  operations  were 
being  carried  out  his  main  b^y,  advancing  in  battle  array,  deployed 
into  line  from  quarter-distance  columns.  As  the  infantry,  under 
Major  Eld,  came  in  sight  of  the  enemy,  the  artillery  firing  on  both 
sidM  had  reached  its  hottest  point.  At  the  first  fliash,  however,  of 
the  advancing  bayonets  gleaming^in  the  morning  sun  the  enemy  fled 
<n  maue,  while  me  rapid  and  precise  fire  of  our  artillery  told  with 
terrible  ^  effect  upon  his  ranks.  The  cavalry  had  now  cleared  the 
ravines  in  front  of  the  position,  and  went  off  in  close  pursuit  of  the 
fugitives  for  seven  miles.  Their  camp  equipage,  guns  (thirteen  in 
number),  baggage,  ammunition,  and  stores  fell  into  our  hands,  while 
it  is  supposed  that  not  fewer  than  600  of  them  were  killed  upon  the 
field  or  in  the  pursuit  Not  the  least  gratif^g  feature  of  this  suc¬ 
cess  is  the  small  amount  of  cost  at  vAiich  it  was  purchased,  not  a 
sii^le  European  having  fallen  on  our  side,  and  but  three  or  four 
being  wounde^  and  that  only  slightly.  One  of  Hodson’s  Horse  was 
killed.  This  important  success,  in  conjunction  with  the  decisive 
victory  gained  by  Sir  Colin  Campbell  at  Cawnpore  a  few  days  pre¬ 
viously,  must  render  the  Doab  no  longer  safe  for  the  fugitives,  as  the 
whole  extent  of  country  between  that  city  and  Agra  will  now  be 
swept  by  the  combined  forces.  The  scene  ofour'fiiture  operations  of  any 
magnitude  will  of  course  be  the  left  bank  of  the  Ganges,  which  is  in 
all  but  undisputed  possession  of  the  rebels,  the  destruction  of  the 
Gwalior  Contingent,  and  Colonel  Seaton’s  brilliant  victory  having 
rendered  its  right  no  longer  tenable  to  them. 

The  following  message,  announcing  the  reoccupation  of  Mynpoorie 
by  Colonel  Seaton’s  column,  has  been  received  by  telegraph  ria  Ally- 
ghur  :— 

“Mynpi^rie,  Dec.  27,3  p.m. — Found  the  enemy  this  morning 
posted  behind  some  high  trees  a  mile  west  of  the  city.  He  opened 
with  four  guns  as  I  advanced.  The  Horse  Artillery  guns  made  a 
detour  to  the  right,  supported  by  cavalry,  the  heavy  guns  and  infan¬ 
try  following.  The  enemy,  finding  himself  cut  off,  soon  began  to 
retreat.  Took  all  his  guns  and  cut  up  250.  As  yet  none  reported 
killed  on  our  side.” 

Arrival  op  Troops. — The  ‘  Bombay  Times’  also  supplies  the 
following  intelligence: — “The  ship  Athlete, Capt.  Potter,  from  London, 
arrived  at  Kurrachee  on  the  31st  of  December  with  185  non-com¬ 
missioned  rank  and  file  of  the  C  9-pounder  field  battery  of  Royal 
Artille^.  The  following  officers  also  arrived  with  the  battery  : — 
Major  Frazer,  Captain  Rennie,  Lieutenants  Tyler,  Llewellyn,  and 
HiU,  and  Dr  For^ell.  From  Kurrachee  we  learn  that  the  steamer 
Bahiana,  with  the  head-quarters  of  her  Majesty's  98th  Regiment, 
consisting  of  15  officers  and  423  men,  arrived  frnm  England  on  the 
momingof  the  2Dd  of  January.  The  left  wing  had  previously  arrived 
in  the  steamer  Ireland,and  the  whole  of  the  corps,  it  was  reported,  would 
march  on  Hyderabad,  ch  rtnUt  to  Mooltan,  on  the  6th  ult  The 
steamer  Bahiima,  Captain  G.  Sharp,  1,590  tons,  from  Portsmouth, 
4th  of  October,  bound  to  Kurrachee,  arrived  at  Cialle  on  the  25th  of 
December,  with  Colonel  Rainier  and  the  head-qimrters  of  the  98th 
Regiment,  and  423  men.

I 
beg  to  recommend  him  most  pcuticularly  to  your  lordship's  favourable 
consideration.  Annexed  are  returns  of  killed  and  wounded,  and  of 
captured  ordnance,  as  well  as  a  sketch  of  tibe  ground.

Headquarters  Camp,  Cawnpore,  Dec.  10,  1867. 

Sir, — In  obedience  to  your  Excellency’s  instructions,  when  I  left 
your  side  after  the  capture  of  the  enemy’s  camp,  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  6th  December,  I  proceeded  to  make  the  arrangements  for  taking 
the  positiontealled  the  Subadar’s  Tank,  in  rear  of  the  enemy’s  left, 
and  about  a  mile  and  a  half  in  a  direct  line  from  the  entrenchments 
through  the  old  cantonments.  Before  advancing  measures  were 
taken  for  the  safe  guard  of  the  captured  camp.  Colonel  Kelly,  with  a 
wing  of  the  38th  Foot,  being  plac^  in  position  for  that  purpose,  in 
addition  to  the  23rd  Begiment,  which  had  already  been  1^  there  by 
your  Excellency.  These  two  regiments  repelled  an  attack  in  the 
course  of  the  afternoon,  and  took  two  guns  from  the  enemy.  The 
93rd  Highlanders,  who  had  been  placed  on  the  grand  trunk  road, 
beyond  toe  camp  to  the  left,  at  the  time  that  your  Excellency  gave 
the  orders  for  pressing  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  along  the  Cidpee 
road,  were  now,  at  two  p.m.,  beginning  to  suffer  from  the  enemy’s 
guns,  which  were  in  position  i^ut  one  thousand  yards  to  their 
front,  in  the  enclosures  between  them  and  the  Tank.  They  were  ad¬ 
vance  a  short  distance  with  Captain  Middleton’s  Field  Battery,  B.A., 
which  answered  the  enemy’s  guns,  until  the  Bifio  Brigad^  under 
Brigadier  Walpole,  and  the  heavy  field  battery  under  Captain  Long- 
den,  B.A.,  could  be  brought  up.  In  the  course  of  half-an-hour  thia 
had  taken  place,  and  the  heavy  field  battery  pushed  along  the  road 
intersecting  the  Grand  Trunk  Boad  about  a  i^e  to  the  left  of  the 
enemy’s  camp,  and  leading  directly  to  the  old  cantonment.  The 
Bifies  were  extended  in  skirmishing  order  some  300  yards  on  each 
side  of  the  road  slightly  in  advance  of  the  heavy  guns,  the  High¬ 
landers  being  kept  in  reserve.  These  arrangements  having  bMn 
made,  the  advance  took  place,  and  the  enemy  began  to  give  way  im¬ 
mediately,  successive  positions  being  taken  im  and  a  rapid  fire  main¬ 
tained  by  Captain  Longden  and  Captain  Middleton,  of  the  Boyal 
Artillery,  the  Bifies  passing  through  the  enclosures  to  the  right,  and 
the  broken  ground  to  the  left  of  toe  road,  with  much  spirit,  under 
the  able  directions  of  Brigadier  Walpole.  On  the  entrance  of  the 
village  being  reached,  which  may  be  distinguished  as  the  soldier’s 
buritd-ground,  although  the  enclosures  were  still  held  to  a  certain 
degree  by  the  enemy,  it  appeared  to  me  expedient  to  push  the  field 
battery  torough  the  village  at  a  gallop,  and  take  position  in  the  plain, 
with  toe  tanlt  on  toe  right,  the  infan^  being  desired  to  pr^  forward 
as  fast  as  they  could.  This  was  done  very  well  by  Captain  Middle- 
ton,  B.A.,  and  he  had  the  satisfrmtion  of  firing  at  the  enerty’s  guns 
as  they  disappeared  along  the  Bithoor  road,  whilst  the  BiiiM  were 
still  running  up  to  his  support  The  poution  was  then  fkirly  oc¬ 
cupied,  Brig^er  Hope  Grant  coming  up  with  the  reserve  of  High¬ 
landers  and  taking  charge  of  the  picquets  which  were  thrown  out  on 
the  line  of  the  enemy’s  retreat.  About  four  p.m.  the  position  whioh 
had  been  taken  was  attacked  by  artillery,  brought  by  the  enemy  frurn 
the  old  cantonment.  These  guns  might  have  Wn  taken ;  but  I  re¬ 
frained  from  giving  the  necessary  order,  being  aware  that  it  was 
contrary  to  your  Excellency’s  wish  to  involve  the  troops  among  the 
enclosures  and  houses  of  the  old  cantonment ;  and  that,  if  the 
nlightest  advance  had  been  made  in  that  quarter,  it  would  have  been 
necessary,  at  whatever  loss,  to  make  no  stop  till  the  entrenchment 
should  have  been  reached.  When  Captain  Longden’s  and  Captain 
M'iddleton’s  batteries  bad  almost  succeeded  in  silencing  the  enemy's 
fire,  the  position  was  attacked  by  some  guiu  of  the  enemy  from  toe 
broken  ground  of  the  plain  on  exactly  toe  opposite  side.  They  oould 
not  be  seen,  except  by  their  smoke.  They  were,  however,  answered 
quiiUy,  and  all  toe  men  and  field  ho»itial,  &c.,  having  been  put 
under  tolerable  cover,  no  harm  was  suffered  by  tiie  troops  in  con- 
seque  nce  of  tois  attack.  At  dusk  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing

wounded,  after  the  guns  had  passed  the  village.  Captain  Herbert 
Bruce,  deputy  quartermaster-general,  whose  merits  are  so  highly 
considered  by  your  Exoellenty,  distinguished  himself  very  much  by 
his  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  ground,  and  was  the  cause  of 
my  being  able  to  diroct  the  troops  with  toleraUe  oertamty.

Here.  '  I  then  prooeeded  on  to  Soonripore,  a  Tillage  on  the  road  within 
three  milaa  of  Serai  Ghat,  where  I  halted  the  force  until  daylight.  I 
then  oolleoted  the  hagga^e,  and  had  it  plwd  in  a  safe  spot  oorered 
by  a  portion  of  artillery,  caralry,  and  infantry.

A1.T.KOED  Sepoy  Barbarities. — The  ‘Times’  says:  “With  refe¬ 
rence  to  cases  of  alleged  mutilation  by  the  mutineers  and  naiivea  of  In¬ 
dia,  we  are  requested  to  state  thatsevcral  members  of  the  General  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Mutiny  Belief  Fund  have  made  careful  inquiries,  and 
have  ascertained  that  no  such  cases  have  come  down  the  Ganges  in 
any  of  the  vessels  of  the  Inland  Steam  Navigation  Company  at  Cid- 
cutta,  nor  have  any  come  to  England  in  any  ship  belonging  to  the 
Peninsular  and  Oriental  Steam  Navigation  Company.’’ 

Lord  Shaftesbury  aitd  the  Indian  Outrages. — In  a  letter  to 
the  ‘  Times,’  Lord  Sbaftesbiuy  thus  explains  his  statement  as  to 
cruelties  in  India :  “  Some  time  before  1  made  the  speech,  I  had 
heard  from  a  person,  in  whom  I  had  entire  confidence,  that  there  was 
a  letter  ‘  from  the  highest  lady  now  in  India,  describing  that  day  by 
day  ladies  were  coming  into  Calcutta,  their  ears  and  their  noses  cut 
off  and  their  eyes  put  out.’  In  the  heat  of  speaking  I  made  reference 
I  to  that  statement.  The  disclaimer  published  by  your  correspondent, 
‘  A  LoYer  of  Accuracy  ’  (which  I  now  hear  for  the  fitat  time),  is 
sufficient  to  prove  that  my  informant  was  in  error  ;  and,  considering 
the  delicacy  of  the  evidence,  I  should,  I  confess,  have  acted  more 
wisely  had  I  not  used  it.” — ()n  the  other  hand,  the  following  letter 
appears  in  yesterday’s  ‘  Times,’  confirming  the  original  statement  of 
the  infamous  cruelties,  if  not  of  the  outrages,  which  were  perpetrated :

The  existence  of 
confidential  relations  between  the  partiee  makes  the  care  worse.  Here 
is  the  case  of  a  solic.tor  who  inveigles  a  client — a  lady  ignorant  of 
'he  forms  of  busineos — down  to  the  Bank,  and  causes  her  to  tell  out 
stock  under  the  pretence  that  he  is  about  to  'nvest  the  prnoeede  in  a 
mortgage  on  her  behalf.  He  takes  the  mon»y,  gives  no  acknowledg- 
ni.-nt  lor  it,  appropriates  it  to  bis  own  use,  and,  when  directed  by  a 
Judge  to  make  the  sum  good,  rushee  into  the  Bankruptcy  Court,  and 
trusts  by  the  instrameniality  of  that  tribunal  to  purge  himself  from 
this  iniquity,  and  from  others  of  the  like  kind.  We  do  not  say  that 
the  fraud  p>  rpetrated  upon  Mrs  Dalgleish  is  grosser  than  the  frauds 
perpetrated  by  the  Halle  upon  richer  clients,  but  it  certainly  excites 
more  sympathy,  from  the  unfortunate  condition  of  the  sufferer.
